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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Claims 1, 9, 19, 20, 22, 26, 30, 31, 39, 49, 50, 52, 56, 60, 61, 69, 79, 80, 82, and 103-109 
are allowed. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Chad Walters (Reg. 48,022) on 12-20-2006. Applicant's representative, Jens Jenkins, agreed to 
the following changes without prejudice: 

Claim 1 10 is cancelled . 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Claim 1 1 0 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 42(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on 10-6-2006. 

5. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1, 9, 19, 20, 22, 26, 30, 31, 39, 49, 50, 52, 
56, 60, 61, 69, 79, 80, 82, and 103-109 in the reply filed on 10-6-2006 is acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: • 

upon close review of the claims, the prior art, and applicant's remarks it appears that the 
allowance of claims 1, 9, 19, 20, 22, 26, 30, 31, 39, 49, 50, 52, 56, 60, 61, 69, 79, 80, 82, and 
1 03- 1 09 are appropriate. 
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The prior art of Stewart , appears to provide a method for providing services for wireless 
data calls wherein an access point detects in content of communications with a mobile device a 
URL request on a wireless data call and initiates web service for the wireless data call in 
response to detecting the URL request in the content rather than establishing service triggers by 
an air agent and storing service triggers in an air gateway (col. 1 1, line 1 to col. 16, line 26). 
Therefore, Stewart does not meet the requirements of the claimed invention . 

Further, it would be contrary to the teaching in Stewart to modify the prior art to 
disclose: 

monitoring content of communications on a wireless data call at an air gateway, receiving at an 
air agent one or more service triggers from an intelligent service platform agent and detecting at 
the air gateway a predefined event based on the service triggers, as cited in claims 1, 31, 61, and 
103, because Stewart clearly discloses utilizing an access point to receive services. 

7. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
